SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication Untitled Comprised Of TV Debris/Lukas Story/Lukas' Story II When 
Boy Meets Boy/TV Debris (Complete Episode Of Duggan Death In Paradise) is 
classified as objectionable. 

The video recording contains several components. There is a considerable amount of 
television debris which appears to have been recorded from a television channel at the 
end of the tape and a smaller amount at the beginning. The other components, a 
feature entitled Lukas Story, and a trailer entitled Lukas’Story II When Boy Meets Boy, 
contain explicitly depicted sexual activity between youthful males. 

The video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of young persons 
for sexual purposes by depicting youthful-looking males engaging in sexual activity. 
Although all of the males have pubic hair, none of the participants in Lukas Story have 
obvious facial or chest hair, and a number have boyish facial features. Young males 
with relatively immature physiques are shown, two of whom certainly present as young 
persons. 

The issue is not simply the actual age of the males depicted, but also how they are 
being presented to the viewer. The apparent youthfulness of the participants is 
enhanced in several ways, for example, by boyish activities which are depicted or 
implied. One setting is referred to as a school and one of the participants is referred to 
as a schoolmate. The narration further emphasises the tendency to exploit young 
persons for sexual purposes. For example, the participants are frequently referred to 
as boys, and there are references to them as being sweet, young, smooth skinned and 
virginal. 
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Taken collectively the physical appearance of the younger participants, the boyish 
activities shown or implied, the notion of secret sexual activity, and the narration, 
means that the video recording tends to promote and support the exploitation of young 
persons for sexual purposes. The publication advances and encourages sexual 
activity with or between young males who are presented as being under seventeen 
years of age. Throughout the publication the activity is depicted in a way that 
encourages the viewer to be aroused by young persons engaging in sexual activity, 
and in so doing, strengthens and legitimises it. A publication which tends to promote 
and support such activity falls under the deeming provision of s3(2)(a) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. The resultant limit on freedom of 
expression is inconsistent with si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990, 
however it is a limit prescribed by law and intended to prevent likely injury to the public 
good.
